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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 26-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hillstead 
(US Pat. No. 5,019,085) in view of Kanazawa (JP 07024072). Hillstead discloses the following 
of the claimed invention: an elongate tubular stent (12) formed of a helically wound wire with 
nested wire waves (col. 4, lines 4-10; Fig. 3) having varying amplitudes (please see Figure 3). 
The stent may be constructed into various patterns from a single, continuous helically wound 
wire (Fig. 3). However, Hillstead does not disclose a cover on the stent. Kanazawa teaches a 
stent with a porous cover in the abstract for the purpose of providing the stent with excellent 
biocompatibility and antithrombogenesity. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to place a cover on the stent of 
Hillstead in order to provide the stent with excellent biocompatibility and antithrombogenesity. 

Please note that the examiner is interpreting the terms "film" and "membrane" by their 
dictionary definitions. "Film" is defined as "a thin sheet of any material" (film. Dictionary.com. 
Dictionary.com Unabridged (v 1.1). Random House, Inc. 

http://dictionary.reference.com/browse/film (accessed: May 07, 2008)). "Membrane" is defined 
as "a thin pliable sheet of material" (membrane. Dictionary.com. WordNet® 3.0. Princeton 
University, http://dictionary.reference.com/browse/membrane (accessed: May 07, 2008)). The 
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stent covering described in the Kanazawa reference meets the limitations of these terms, as set 
forth by their respective definitions. 

Response to Amendment 

The Affidavit filed on 7/14/2009 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome the Lau 
reference.
